ism that ho incurred the threat of 
heinj; "named" by tlio Speaker. ITad 
this result ensued the intolerant ludi 
cala would have been jubilant ami tliny 
would have achieved a victory of re- 
presaion. However, they were foiled 
in tlieir purpose.

This, success is more than a set ofl" 
against the fact that ho was "thioaten- 
ed,'-' .and the public will understand 
that "the threat originated in tlie delib- 
fcfate ednspiracy of fanatical Radicals, 
whp Qhdeayored to burke the petition 
o£*IiliObb workingmen. -These work- 
ingmen may bo quite wrong or quite 
right in their views, but at least they 
are entitled to be heard. The London 
Slnndnrd says that if the Hou.so^ is to 
rise for the rece.ss about the lltli of 
August— the date suggested from the 
Treasury Bench--tliorc will not be 
much time for di.scussion on the com- 
mercial policy of the eiovernuient. 
."Nevertheless, it is to be hoped that, the 
petition, two hundred and fifty yards 
long, and signed by tifty one thousand 
people, of ^all shades of political opin 
ion, telbliging to Bradford and the sur- 
rounding district, and read bv the 
Clerk of the House, will not be with 
out due weight. French fref l raders, 
says the jNIanchester Cnarduta, :ire ap 
parently becoming seriously l onceriii-d 
at the prospect of an abandonment of 
tlie^n'egotiation.s for a new com mercial 
treaty with England. Writint: in the 
July number of tln' Xi>" !•'■//,■ Hfrnf, 
M. Eournier de Elfix addrcs.-M's un 
earnest appeal to his eijuiitrvnirii in 
favor of a new treaty upon more lib- 
eral terras than the pre.sent one. Such 
ft treaty should, he holds, be framed 
in accordance with the progress accom 
plishcd during the ])asl twenty ycar.n. 
The writer sk<',tches rapidly the history 
of the Treaty of 1H60, ami shows how 
vast have been the Ijenclits it has I'uii- 
ferred upon France, not only by the en- 
largement of iier Uailu Nvitli this cuuiitry, 
but alao by leading to the negotiation of 
treaties with other nations. Thest- bene- 
Cts ho describes as having hcon not only 
economic, but jiolitical, social, antl civil- 
izing. Ho contends withnuudi force that 
the efforts constantly put forth ^l improve 
the means of eommunicatinn between the 
two peoples divided by so narrow a chan- 
nel, and especially the attempt to con- 
struct a submarine tunnel, .aio utterly in- 
consistent with the maintcnanru of t.irilTs 
which impede connncrcial intcrcourso. 
The present protectionist reaction in 
France, M. Founder de Flei.t attributes 
very largely to the recent bad harvests, 
which have provided an inviting and suc- 
cessful field for the propatjatioii of pro- 
tectionist heresies. Tlic harvests of 1S77, 
1878 ami 1870— and especially tliat of 
1878 — are amongst the wnrst which France 
liaa experienced since ISlti. The utlecls 
of these unfortunate Hoasons France lias 
been aljlc to sustain with comparative case, 
mainly because of the economic advan- 
tages conferred by tlio c miniurciid trea- 
ties. And yet the protcctiiuiist.s have 
been working with might and main t'.i 
abolish them. The story of their cll'orts 
and their successes in the Legislature and 
with the riovcrnmciit the writer describes 
at some length. .Surely tins narrative 
ought to rouse the dcnuiant eneroies of 
the Frencli free-traders, and it i.s to lie 
hoped that writers like M. Foiirnier de 
Fleix may, together witii the tirm deter- 
mination shown on this side the Channel 
to have a better treaty than the present 
one or none at all, stimtilato free-traders 
to make their inthiciice eH'ectual during 
, the coming e'.ections. 

(jMYpLOYMENT of CluyESK IN 
('OA L MINI'S. 

Mr. I). W. (loilDON has writ ten Id 
the Nanaimo Free Pm.-t com-crning the 
recent serious accident which bi-fel a 
worthy citizen in Chase river mine 
through the carelessness or ignorance 
of a Chinaman. lie quotes from the 
Coal ^ilines Itegulation Art. the fr)lhnv 
ing clause: — 

"Sec. 40, sub. sec. No Cliiniuiiiin 

' or person uiwble. tn I'JihiliKli shall be 
appointed to, or shall (iccu]>y any pnaition 
id trust or responsibility in I'r aliout a 
mine subject to tins .Act, whereby ihrougli 
hU ignornaco, carelessness or negligence, 
'he mfghfcridangev the life or limb of any 
person employed in or al)out a mine, vi/. : 
as banksman, onsottcr, sii^'iialnian, brakes- 
man, pointsman, furnacoman, engineer, 
or bo eraplo)'ed at tlie windlass of a sink- 
ing pit." 



]Mr. GouDON' takes the position that 
the employment of Chinese in "a posi- 
tion o- trust or responsibility in or 
about a mine " is illegal, and calls upon 
the ministei^of mines to request tbo 
inspector to^lnake 'a special report im- 
mediately on the-causes of the accident. 
The J-'ree Prem doe.s not agree with Mr. 
GonuoN's construction of the act, and 
a.sseris tiiat it is providetl that the 
general rules of the .ot "shall be ob- 
served as far %s reuituuably practicable." 
Our contemporary concludes frpm this 
quuliflcation that"tho sub-sectioii is not 
imperative. "Bu-- we contend that the 
sub section I'.s- imperative unless it can 
be shown that the Chinaman rtl^rough 
whose inattention or-ignbrarce Mr. 
S.vownEN was maimed for life, was the 
only a\'ailable person to illl the posi- 
tion, rt is necessary for the Frfe Press 
tosliowthat white helpeould not be had 
at the lime theChinauian waseraployed. 
If he fails to do that Mr. (Jordon's 
charge will hold gooil. Our contem- 
porary, however, goes further: He 
distorts (not wilfully, we think) the 
wording of the subsection to overthrow 
i\lr. Oonoox's argument. The sub- 
section as quoted by Mr. OouDOS' 
reads: 

"No Chiuaiuan or person iiiiablo to 
speak English, shall be, " etc. 

The subse^Jtjni'a's iq^oleil' 3'y the 
Frfe Press is made to read: 

"Xo Chinaman or OTHER poi-son un- 
able to apeak English, shall be," o|iC. 

Our contemporary then procftds to 
argue: 

"If the Chiiianiau or other lun'soii is 
able to speak English, then the Act iufer- 
entially says that he is eligible for either 
of the positions named in the subsec- 
tion. In this particular instance tlw, 
Chiiuiman was not only able to speak 
English, but was not acting in any of the, 
positions alluded tn. Such beinsr the- 
case there was certainly no contravention 
of the Act, and the implied censure of 
our correspondent on the inspectors 
ami managers must fall to the ground." 

The Free Pres^ is wrong and Mr. 
GoKDOX ia right. The word " otheu " 
does not occur in the Act. In its ab- 
sence the exclusion of Chinese, from the 
position occupied by this particular 
t Ml inaman is imperative. Tiiere.is no 
qualilication on the race question what' 
soever. If the Chinaman could mine 
coal in seventeen difTul-ent languages 
and pray to his .loss in every one of 
them, his employnieni was still illegal.

Then the old 
story began to repeat ■;it.self., ;At the 
end of tho fourteentli century they 
were found to be too rich.; , am I that 
most effective of all 'alliances, t)ie"al- 
liaiice between the debtors and tho fa- 
natics, was formed against tlicai. iSfas- 
sacres and forced conversioiiH began to 
be the order cf the day, and the now 
converts, given to i-ohipsiiig when the

Holy Oflice. At last, a century later, 
in the very year — such is the 'irony of 
chronology — of the discovery of Amer

Tko Psnitontiary. 

In common with other public institu- 
tions in the province the penitentiary is 
"progressing." Would thai it were not so; 
but as population increases the nuiuber 
of morally diseased persons naturally in- 
creases too. We found 4;J inmates at the 
penitential institute last week — all healthy 
in body and apparently resigned to their 
fates. One man who was sent from Vic 
loria a year or two back has gained mncli 
tlesli and is as robust and rosy as a Ijniul- 
on alderman. The dietiry scale is 
abundant and good, the clothing clean 
and in excellent repair; the cells neat ami 
freshly whitewashed. The grounds have 
been greatly improTed by drainage. Witli 
convict labor the soil has been prepared 
for crops and is in a high state of culti- 
vation. .Ml the jiork and vegetables 
consumed in the prison and all tho hay 
ami other food for tho teams are now 
raised on the ground. Last year SlOi* 
worth of vegetables was sold. This year 
tho yield will be very heavy. The sys- 
turn of drainage, which covora 0300 feet, is 
complete and excellent. The drains carry 
oil all the surface water, leaving the build- 
ing dry and comfortable. The surgery is 
under tlio charge of Dr. Trow, the visit- 
ing physician. It is a complete affair, as 
well tilled as tho average drug store. The 
excellent health enjoyed by the inmates 
is a high tribute to Dr. Trow's skill. 
Warden McBrido was absent, but Deputy 
Warden Fit/.siiiimoiis courteously showed 
the visitor through the establishment and 
explained the ditterent objects of iiitoreHt. 
There is no public institution in the pro- 
vince 80 well conducted as the peniten- 
tiary. ^

It was sliown at the trial that some four- 
toon -.iv tiftceii years before deceased was 
thrown out of ;i buggy, falling on his 
head, and that there was a depression and 
lo.ss of part of the skull. 'Die jury held 
that fair ami true answers had been given 
to all the questions, and a verdict was en- 
toroil for the iilainlilt'. The Ctiurt of 
CHioen's Hench on appeal alliriiied the de- 
cision. 'I'lie case was then taken to the 
Court of .Vppcals and the appeal was dis- 
missed, the Court being equally divided. 
The Supreme Court had tho case before 
them and sustained the decision of the 
(Jueen's liencli, aiul Iho Company then 
aypoaled to l']ni,'laiui. "^rhe present decis- 
ion, it is seen, is in accord willi that of 
the Supreme Court.

.Mr. ( 'hildpi's (Secretary for "War) — 1 
rise to order. .'\ petition cannot ron- 
Ijiin a protest. 

The Speaker — T iiave aireatly. called 
tho lion, momber's attention twice to 
the fact that he is not in order. (Clipcrs, 
and orie.'j of "Name him.") 

.Mr. .Maclver — 1 beg humbly and res- 
pectfully to n.sk that this petition may 
bo read by the Clerk at the t.able The 
hon. nipmber brought the petition to 
the table, and it was read accordingly. 

At a latter period in the sitting tho 
following occurred :

.Mr. .Maclvor, r.'sing on what iie des- 
cribed aa a point of order, said he wish- 
ed to asl; the Speaker whether the hon. 
member for Oldham (Mr. Eyulph Stan- 
ley) was entitled to threaten Lim in 
the lol>by of the House with a commu- 
nication from him (the Speaker)— (In- 
terruption and great laughter.) 

The .Speaker — -The hon. mombei for 
Birkenhead is appealiiig to mo on a 
point of ordi'r'withT'refprenieJiaiRome 
matter which lia.s occured in the lobby. 
(Lauchter.) ] am bound to .say I must 
ileclin(> to give an opinion. (" ifear, 
hear,'' and laughter.) 

-Mr. .Maclver — The lion, luembor 
stated that vou had mtde a communica- 



tion to hiM with reference to a petition 
which I presented. I am bouiui to ask 
I you whether you did make such a 
communication to the hon. nienibor. 
("Order" and "Chair.") 

The Speaker — ^Tho hon. member in 
speaking to .a point of order has asked 
me whether T made a communication 
to the hon. member for Oldham. I, am 
not aware of that comiiiunication.buL I 
must tell him that he must rise to a 
point of ordt?r on a matter of that 
kincl. 

Mr. MacTver, who rose again amidst 
great interruption, .said that to put 
him.self in order he would conclude 
with a motion. Tho hon. member for 
Oldham had accused him of having 
gone much beyond the terms of the 
petition which he presented to the 
House.' Ho was aware that he did use 
language which was out of order — ■ 
(" hear, hear," and laughter) — but he 
stated nothing whatever licyoiid what 
the petitiouers wished him to say, and 
ke left much unsaid that they desired 
him to .say. (Laughter and "hoar, 
hear,") He simply wished to ask the 
Speaker whc-::tt tlio hon. member for 
Oldham had any conversation with him 
on the subject. He had accused him 
in the lobby of a desire to obstruct the 
the buaine-ss of tho House, and that he 
thought a charge which no one 
could' reasonablv bring against liim. 
(" Oh, oh.") 

The Speaker — I must put it lo the 
hon. member that he is now abusing 
the ])rivileges of the motion for the 
adjourximeut of the House. If he 
moves the adjournuient of the House 
for the purpose of asking me whether 
tlip hon. member for Oldham had a 
certain convor.sation with nip he is 
committing a gross abuse of pri-, ilegp. 
(t'heers.) 

Mr. i^lacl vor, rising amidst cries of 
"Name," said he had not the .slightest 
wish to trespass upon the HoiLse. 

Mr. Stanley — Perlmfis T may be al 
lowed to mnke a personal oxjilanatioii. 
The House is ))robably aw.ire that the 
hon. member for P)irkenlipad in jirespiit 
ing a petition was somewhat discursive 
in his remarks. Several hon. members 
on this side of tlie House rose to order. 
Having ascertained that the hon. mem- 
ber had, as he had just admitted, tra- 
velled beyond the prayer of the iiptilion, 
he consulted with the member for 
Swansea (AFr. Diliwyn), who was con 
sidered one of the most oxjierienceil 
members of the Hou.se. (Much laugh 
ter and ironical cheering.) That hon. 
gentleman considered that it was a 
matter to which the attention of the 
House should he called, but on the 
whole they concluded — (renowcd laugh- 
ter) — not to waste the time of the 
House, which had much more impor- 
tant business before it. But he met 
the hon. member in the lobby, and on 
the spur of the moment tliought it 
inoro candid to tell the hon. moinbi'r 
what he had done, adding that he 
thought the hon. member had taken 
advantage of the House by pursuing a 
course which enabled him to be out of 
order, and that if such a thing occurred 
again he should certainly call atloiitipiV 
to it, (Continued laughter.) 

Mr. Maclver, again rising aiiiidst 
interruption, was understood to .say 
that the hon. member had stated that 
he had consulted the Speaker. 

The subject then dropped.

At the Dowes Assizes on Thursday 
before Lord Justice Bramwell, Fred 
erick Gray, (55), a well-dressed man, 
was indicted for feloniously forging an 
acceptance to a bill of exchange for 
.l!2,500, with intent to defraud. The 
prosecutor was Sir T. G. Ilesketh, It 
appeared that some time prior to tlie 
year of 1875 SirThos. Hesketh's mon 
etary aflairs were somewhat involved, 
and he entered into an engagement 
with the prisoner, with whom he ap- 
peared to have been on very intimate 
terms, that the latter ahouhl undertake 
the management of hik estates, and an 
agreement was drawn up in writing, to 
theefTect that if tho prisoner succeeded 
in carrying out this agreement and pro- 
curing for Sir T. Hesketh the sum of 
£8000 a year "to spend," tbc jiri.soner 
was to receive £10,000. At this tiuie 
a power of attorney was given to the 
prisoner to enable him to draw checks 
and manage the affairs of the pro.spcu- 
tor, who v^ent abroad, but who appear- 
ed to have continued on friendly terms 
until the year 187G, wiieii Sir \\ Hes- 
keth's brother died, and he caino into 
full possession of his property, aud the 
power of attorney given to the prison 
er was revoked, and the management 
of the estates was placed in the hands 
of IMr. 'Wilson, a professional gentle- 
man at Preston, in Lancashire. In 
August, 1878, however, the prisoner 
applied to a gentleman named Huges to 
discount the bill in question, which was 
at twelve months' date, and he did so, 
and handed over the money to the pris 
oner. At this time Sir T. liesketh 
was abroad, and he did not return tin 
til January, 1 880, at which period the 
bill for _C2,500 had become due, and 
was dishonored, and on the prisoner 
being asked to explain the matter, hp 
asserted that he considered he was jus 
tified in negotiating the bill of ex- 
change for £2,500, as the balance of 
.£16,000, to which ho considered he was 
entitled by the agreement that had boon 
made between him and Sir T. Hesketh. 
SirT. Hesketh said ho did not owe tho 
prisoner a shilling, and if the accounts 
were examined, it would be found that 
the prisoner was indebted to him to a 
considerable amount. His original ai 
ri^ngement had not bean carried out. 
The jury found the ]irisonpr guiliv. 
Lord Justice Bramwell said tlmi the 
prisoner had been guilty of gro.ss fraud, 
and he sentenced him to five yeans' 
penal servitude. He also directed that 
he should pay tlie costs of the prospcn 
tion, and that out of a sum of _C;'iOO, 
found on tho prisoner when apprehend- 
ed,v£10O should be given to iMr. ITtighcH.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that all lands or parcel of lands with- 
in the Oity of Victoria upon which taxes 
havo heon due and in arrcar ff>r tlireo 
years shall be sold and tl'.e i>roceetl.s 
plied in the reduction of .such ia,\o.i; 

Be it enacted thoreforu by tlic Mii> i,.r 
and Council of the Cnrporatifin of tliu 
City of Victoria: 

1. Tho .'VBSOsaor and Culli'ctin- I'f the 
Municipal Council of iho City of Victoria 
is hereby authorized and diriictpd, when- 
stiever ta.xos on any l:uul h.ivo been due 
for three years precedint,' the Fiftocnth 
day of.Iuly, 1881, to Hiihinit to tli(> .M;iyor 
of the City of Victoria list, in diniliciiti', 
of all the land.'! lialilc nndtT tin- provi- 
sionB of this Bylaw to )>o sold for taxes, 
with the amount of arrears against each 
lot act opposite to the .saiiio: and tlie 
Mayor .shall authcnticato such li.st8 by 
affixing the Seal of tho Coqioratinn and 
hia signature, and one of .'iiich li.'its shall 
be deposited with thi? Uloik of the Cor- 
poration and the other shall be returned 
to the Assessor and Collector with a war- 
rant thereto annoscd under the liami of 
the Mayor and tho Sc,".l ai the C'orpoia 
tion, coinmandinr; him to levy upon the 
land for the arrears duo thereon, with hi.n 
costs. 

2. It shall not he tho duty of tin' .\s- 
scsaor and Collector to make enipiiry be- 
fore eflocting a sale of lands fi^r taxi-.-t to 
ascertain whether or not there is any dis- 
trcas upon the land, nor shall he be 
bound to cnquiru into or form any opinion 
of the value of the land. 

3. The Assessor and Collector shall pre- 
pare a copy of the list of landn to be .loltl, 
and shall include therein, in a sepai-.ito 
column, a statement of the proportion tjf 
costs chargeable on each lot for advertis- 
ing and for the coinmissiona authru-ized 
by this Bylaw to bo paid to him, and shall 
cause such list to bo published in aonii- 
daily paper in tlio City of Victoria f^r .a 
period of throe months precediiiL; ,-<ii, li in- 
tended sale. 

4. Tho atlvertisenient shall cuiit.-iiii a 
notification that unless (he arrears and 
costs arc aoonor paid, he will iiroceod to 
sell the lands for tho taxes on a day, a 
time and at a place named in tho adver- 
tisement. 

5. The Assessor and Collector ^hall, at 
least throe months before tho time ')f sale, 
also deliver to or deposit in tho {'(.stoflit'e 
to the address of the owner of such pro 
perty which is to be sold fortiixeaa afore 
add, or to the ayent of such owner, a no-

tice in writing of the :'.uiouut of ta.xos duo, 
and that tlu: projierty is to bo sold 
for arroar-1 .so duo and in case 
tho uddreaa of tho owner or agent 
is ,unknown a notice to tho same effect 
shiill bo posted up on the ' hind in- 
tended to bo sold; and shall also, at least 
throe months boforo tho time of salo, podt 
a notice similar to the >bove advertise- 
ment in .-ii ine convi o nt and public 
placo.^, that i.s to aa_> at the Council 
Chambers, N'ictoria, ami in the I'ostoftice 
Building, Victoria. 

G. The tlay'of salo sh.all be tho Ninotioth 
day after the publication of such list, ex- 
clusive of the day of such publication, ex- 
cept in ease tin; said Ninetieth day shall 
fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such sale Mhall take place oil tho following 
day at the Council Chamliors in the City 
of Victoria, and .shall begin at 'r«-olvo 
o'clock, Noon. 

7. If at the time appoinled for tho salo 
of tho lauds no bidders .appear, the As- 
sessor and Collocteir may adjourn the sale 
from time to time. 

.M. If the taxes have- not been luevioiis- 
ly collected, lU' if no one ajipoars to pay 
tho same at the time and iilace appointed 
for tho .sale, ihu .^.sse.ssor and Collector 
shall sell at I'liblic .Vuctioii so much of 
the land as may be suflicient to discharge 
tho taxes and all lawful chargos incurred 
in and about tho sale and the colloctiou 
of tho laxi'.s, selling in prefcroneo such 
part as lie may consider liost for the own- 
er to sell lirst: aiui in otl'ering such lands 
for salo it shall not be necessary to do- 
scribe |iarticiilarly tlie portion of the lot 
or section which shall he .sold, but it will 
bo siitlicient to say that ho will sell so 
much of tho lot or section as shall be ne- 
cessary to secure tho payment of the taxes 
duo, and tho amount of taxes stated in 
tho advortisonient shall in all cases be 

i /(tnV evidence of the correct amount 
duo. 

'.>. If the .\s.sess,.r and Collect. ir fails at 
such salo to sell such laiul for the full 
amount of arrears of the taxes due, he 
shall at such sale adjiiurn the same until 
a day to be publicly named by him, not 
earlier than ono weak nor later than three 
nmnths thereafter, of such adjourned sale; 
ho shall give notice by advertisement in 
one of the local papers in which tho ori- 
ginal notice was advertised and on such 
day he shall sell such lands for any sum 
ho can realize and shall accept such sum 
as full payment of such arrears of taxes. 

10. If tho purchaser of any property or 
parcel of land fails iinnicdiatoly to pay to 
the Assessor and Collector tho amount of 
tho [lurchaso nioiioy, tho Ausossor and 
Collector shall forthwith again put up tho 
property for sale. 

11. Immediately after every sale the 
Assessor and CoUoctiir shall return a list 
of the arrears satisfii-d by such sale to tho 
Treasurer of the Corporation and shall at 
tho same time pay in the proceeds of such 
sale to tho said Treasurer. 

12. Tho .-VssoBsnr and Collector, after 
selling any land for ta:xc.s, shall give a 
Cortiticate under his liaiul to tho pur- 
chaser stating distinctly what part of 
proportion, as tho case may bo, of the 
land and what interest therein havo been 
sold; or stating that the whole lot, section 
or estate has boon so sold and describing 
the same, -uid also stating the ((uantity of 
land, tho sum for which it has boon sold 
and the expenses of sale; and further stat- 
ing that a deed conveying the same to the 
purchaser or his assigns according to tho 
nature of the estate or interest sold will 
be executed hy him and tho Mayor, on 
his or their demand, at any time after the 
expiration of one year from the date of 
the Certificate if the land be not previoiis- 
ly redeemed. 

13. Tho .-Vs.soasoi ^nd Collector shall be 
untitled to live por i-mitinie commission 
upon tile sums crillertfd by him a.s afoie 
said. 

11. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Victoria Real Kstate 
Tax Sale Bylaw, 1881."
